IN A LUNCHEON speech at the 
annual Dairy Breeds and Awards 
Luncheon, held March 22 during 
Farmers’ Week at Michigan State 
University, East Lansing, Dr. Harry 
Herman of the National Association of 
Animal Breeders, emphasized the 
DHIA production testing programs 
and artificial insemination (Al) pro- 
grams work together to get production 
data. He predicted a more simplified 
system of testing for the future. 

Herman urged stronger state and 
local production testing programs and 
encouraged increased support by pure- 
bred breeders. He said, “One problem, 
if any, is to get purebred breeders to 
support DHIA programs.”

1883 - 1971 


SENATOR GEORGE B. Walker, 88, 
passed away on March 2. He was born 
February 17, 1883 on a farm in Pike 
County, Miss., and graduated from 
Mississippi State College. From 1907 
to 1910 he did public relations work 
in the United States for the German 
Kali Works. In 1910 he became 
assistant to the director of the 
Experiment Stations in North 
Carolina. 


Mr. Walker married Bessie Rea, 
Wesson, Miss., in 1911. Mrs. Walker 
passed away in 1964. He was superin- 
tendent of the Mississippi Delta 
Experiment Station from 1911 to 
1922, and from 1922 to 1928 he was a 
partner and general manager of the 
Stoneville Pedigreed Seed Company. 
Since 1928 he has been owner and 
operator of the Stoneville Pedigreed 
Seed Company, a cotton planter, and a 
breeder of registered Guernseys. He 
served four years as a member of the 
Board of Trustees of Higher Learning 
in Mississippi and 10 years as president 
of the Washington County Farm 
Bureau. Mr. Walker was a_ past 
president of the Greenville Rotary 
Club; chairman of the Advisory 
Research Committee of the Delta 
Council; member of the Dairy Adviso- 
ry Committee of the American Farm 
Bureau Federation, and former presi- 
dent of the Mississippi Guernsey 
Breeders’ Association. He served with 
great distinction in the state of 
Mississippi as a member of the Senate 
for 14 years. 


Mervin Eby 


MERVIN EBY, 84, Elkhart, Ind., 
died March 4 at the Elkhart Nursing 
Home. He had been confined to the 
nursing home since October 8, 1970 
and had been in failing health for two 
years. 


Mr. Eby was a native of St. Joseph 
County and was born March 9, 1886 
to Jacob B. and Elizabeth (Wenger) 
Eby.

George B. Walker and the great 
institution he built. His integrity, 
humility and high sense of duty won 
for him and his family the admiration 
and respect of all who knew him.

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SELECTING FOR THE FIRST 
NATIONAL GUERNSEY HEIFER SALE

THE FIRST NATIONAL Guernsey 
Heifer Sale will certainly be unique 
from the standpoint of the Selection 
Committee. From the Southwest we 
had a breeder who recently passed the 
half-century mark in breeding regis- 
tered Guernseys, Mr. Henderson 
Stockton. Traveling with him was The 
American Guernsey Cattle Club’s 
senior member of the field staff, (in 
years of service) Mr. Wendell Fuhri- 
man. A group such as this could prove 
hard to follow in selecting cattle for a 
national sale, especially considering 
the extremely large and top quality 
herds they have to select from. 

To complicate matters, the fieldman 
from the Northwest happens to be the 
junior member of the field staff. For- 
tunately for myself there was a very 
outstanding group of cattlemen to do 
the selecting from our area. It was 
certainly a privilege to travel with 
national director and chairman of the 
Sale Committee, Joe Pritzl, Fruitland, 
Idaho. Also on the committee were 
two of the top breeders in the North- 
west, Myron W. Lancaster, Sequim, 
Wash., and Hans Leuthold, Tillamook, 
Oregon. Being new to the area I was 
assured by our chairman that what the 
Northwest herds lacked in numbers 
they made up in QUALITY. 

Since we were selecting for the 
Convention Sale at the same time as 
the National Heifer Sale, most breed- 
ers were only asked to consign to one 
of the two. The first consignment 
from the Northwest came from the 
herd of Vernon Lassen, Stratum Farm, 
Filer, Idaho. Since Joe ended up in 
California with a Housley’s J. Cham- 
pion, and Vernon merely opened the 
gate to the committee, not that our 
chairman is superstitious about suc- 
cess, the selection was a “J. Cham- 
pion.” This heifer, Stratum C Fantasy, 
is out of a homebred “Nance” daugh- 
ter that classified Very Good with 
13,437 — 623 — Jr2DHI — 353 — 2x. 
And if this isn’t attraction enough, she 
is bred to Housley’s Dari Fayvor, a 
“Darimost” son out of the Excellent, 
95.0, milk production champion, Fox 
Run A.F.C. Faye. Having selected 
cattle for the Convention Sale from 
most of the other Idaho herds we then 
started through Washington. 

Our first stop in Washington was at 
Early Dawn Farms, Veradale. We spent 
some time looking over the outstand- 
ing herd of milking cows, then decided 
to select a heifer for the sale. Veradale 
is a small town on the border of 
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Washington and Idaho, and as a result 
the Early Dawn consignment was 
selected out of Idaho where the heifers 
were on pasture. 


After much deliberation the com- 
mittee decided on Early Dawns Fore- 
man Nelda, born December 5, 1969 
and an extremely large upstanding 
individual for her age. She is sired by 
the junior herd sire at Early Dawn, 
Prestdale A Foreman, a son of the Al 
Gold Star Sire, Prestdale F Artic, and 
out of Prestdale T C Faith with 
records over 12,000 lbs. milk and 560 
lbs. fat. “Faith” is a daughter of “Top 
Command” out of Hi-Lawn Fairy (E) 
with four records over 11,000 Ibs. 
milk. The dam of the heifer is Vale 
View Boys Nelda (VG) with over 
13,000 lbs. milk. The next dam is 
Westlynn Kings Nella (VG) a full sister 
to Westlynn Kings Ninette (E) with 
over 115,091 lbs. of milk lifetime as of 
March 29, 1971. 


The next selection was made from 
the Longmedo herd of Paul Gibson, 
Deer Park. After admiring the out- 
standing milking herd and the milking 
operation, the committee decided to 
go to work and select a top heifer. It 
was certainly no problem to find a top 
one in the group, and Longmedo 
Carries Belle, a “Darimost” daughter 
was selected. As everyone knows, the 
Northwest is “DARIMOST 
COUNTRY.” This outstanding “Dari- 
most” yearling is out of the Very 
Good, Longmedo Pokeys Carrie that is 
sired by “‘Nance” and has 11,329 — 
470 — Jr2DHI — 308 — 2x. The 
“Darimost-Nance” cross in the North- 
west has proved successful in the past, 
and this should be no exception. 


The next stop was at Satus Farm, 
Mabton. Kenneth and Willard Winters, 
whose father bred the Reserve All- 
American aged cow in 1970, Winacres 
Ferdand’s Jean, showed us through the 
herd. The Winters brothers certainly 
have one of the real good dairy opera- 
tions in the Northwest. It was here 
that the Sale Committee felt one of 
the real promising senior yearlings for 
1971 was selected. Satus C. Vidalia, 
born July 19, 1969, is a daughter of 
Housley’s J. Champion. Her dam is a 
daughter of Henslee Farms V. Fame 
with 16,670 — 670 — 4-ODHIR — 305 
— 2x and classified Very Good. “Vi- 
dalia” has a maternal sister, Winacres 
Flashs Victoria, that classified Excel- 
lent in 1970, and has 15,700 lbs. milk, 
729 lbs. fat, 4-2DHIR — 305 — 2x. 


The afternoon was spent traveling 
to Bellingham where a good part of 
the Guernsey cow population is lo- 
cated. Our next selection was made 
early in the morning at Lindean 
Guernsey Farm. Floyd Sandell, presi- 
dent of the Washington Guernsey 
Breeders’ Association, once again 
merely opened the gate to the commit- 
tee. This is a situation the committee 
enjoys most; being able to have its 
choice with no reservations. Joe, Hans 
and Mike did well in selecting Lin- 
deans Prince Hyacinth, born December 
10, 1969. She is sired by Lake Louise 
Patsy’s Prince, Gold Star Sire, and out 
of Lindeans Dispatch Hope, 20,410 — 
925 — 6-7DHIR — 305 — 2x. “Hope” 
in turn is sired by Mulhocaway Butter- 
fat Dispatch. 

The next selection was made from 
Far West Farms, Bow. After admiring 
the milking herd, the committee se- 
lected one of Joe Damon’s best 
Housley’s J. Champion daughters, Far 
West Champion Dawn. Born March 23, 
1970, “Dawn” certainly could be a 
junior yearling worth following on the 
1971 show circuit. Her dam is Far 
West Dari Daphne, classified Very 
Good, *17,670 — 818 — 2-11DHIR — 
365 — 2x. Daphne’s dam is a paternal 
sister to Far West Foremost Phoebe 
(E-91.0) with *21,810 — 866 — 
3-SDHIR — 305 — 2x and *21,470 — 
912 — 4-7DHIR — 305 — 2x. This 
pedigree leaves nothing to be desired 
for either type or production. 

As previously mentioned, the com- 
mittee was selecting for two sales at 
the same time, so Oregon had only one 
consignment for the heifer sale. This 
consignment was selected from Plain- 
view Guernsey Farm, Junction City. 
From the heifer pasture the committee 
spotted another outstanding show 
heifer sired by Housley’s J. Champion. 
It was especially hard for John Winter 
to part with this top heifer but he 
finally consented to the committee’s 
choice. Plainview Farm J.C. Annette, 
born August 13, 1969, is out of a Very 
Good daughter of Roetta Knights 
Blossom Maker with 11,050 lbs. milk, 
535 lbs. fat, 2ODHI — 308 — 2x. She, 
in turn, is out of a “Billy” that has 
several top records. This heifer coming 
out of the Plainview show herd was a 
good conclusion to a very satisfying 
selection trip. 

The pace has been set by Wendell 
Fuhriman and committee in Arizona 
and California and the challenge was 
well met by the Northwest. If the 
other states can match the consign- 
ments of the Western states, then the 
First National Guernsey Heifer Sale 
should be a tremendous success. The 
final judges of which section of the 
country consigned the best heifers will 
be the buyers on May 13, 1971 at 
Puyallup, Washington.

“Profit and Fun’ 


By Clinton E. Meadows 


An address presented by the author at the N. J. All-Breeds Luncheon, January 9, the Pa. G.B.A. Annual Meeting, January 12, the Ill. G.B.A. 
Annual Meeting, February 13, and the N. Y. G.B.A. Annual Meeting, April 3. 


THE SUBJECT of dairy herd management is in fact a 
discussion of increasing income, or a dollar discussion. You 
have two alternatives for increasing income from your 
operation and these are not mutually exclusive, that is you 
can do either or both. One opportunity for increasing profit 
is husbandry or herd management. The other Ill lump 
together as agribusiness or dollar management. The last 
approach will be completely disregarded in this presenta- 
tion. Let me make it very clear that I think dollar 
management is very important, but I know nothing about 
this subject and will avoid it completely. 

Let’s start with a 60-cow commercial dairy farm, to be 
more specific a 60-cow Michigan commercial dairy farm 
and look at the dollar income.

We will discuss how the dairy dollar can be enlarged 
through a breeding program. This aspect leads me to put in 
a subtitle of “Profit and Fun.” 


Philosophy 


Ill try to label my facts and tell you when it is merely 
opinions, so at this point I'll stick in a few opinions. As 
many ways as there are to earn a livelihood, I see no reason 
for doing something that you do not derive a lot of 
satisfaction from and, in my case, just pure unadulterated 
fun. Breeding adds this ingredient to dairying for many 
people. 

If you call your operation a breeding herd and if you 
expect additional income from the sale of breeding stock, 
you must do these things better than the commercial 
dairymen. 
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Table 4. Managing 


1. Base your selection on facts 

2. Select more intensely 

3. Feed better 

4. Maintain complete records 

5. Have the best herd health program 

6. Always be ready for the milk inspector 


Now I know a herd in Michigan that does these things. 
This is a 50-cow stanchion setup that averaged 57 cows in 
milk for the past 12 months. From a numbers standpoint, 
we can compare with our commercial 60-cow herds. These 
data are from a Guernsey herd and our 61 herds previously 
referred to are Holsteins.

There appears to be a substantial increase in income per 
cow when a herd is managed in this manner. Milk sales are 
up, meat sales down a bit, and a new source of income 
added from the sale of animals for dairy. Before completing 
we will discuss the added inputs necessary to accomplish 
this increase in income. 


Sire Selection 


Starting at the beginning a cow must have a calf before 
income starts. If you must breed a cow you might as well 
use bulls that guarantee increased production. The most 
economical means of increasing production is the intelligent 
selection of bulls. The difference in cost between something 
to freshen your cow and a bull that guarantees increased 
production is so small there is really no need to argue. 
Herds that use bulls not proven-plus for milk production 
are poorly managed, breeding or commercial. The only 
exception is that young bulls must be sampled. Correct 
pedigree evaluation and proper sampling procedures 
eliminate any hazards from this necessity. 

The current United States method of ranking bulls and 
expressing each bull’s breeding worth as a difference from 
herdmates is sound; I’m saying predicted difference is the 
way to choose bulls. I anticipate your question would be, 
“What level?” If you use Holstein bulls with a predicted 
difference of +500, Swiss and Ayrshire a +400, Guernsey a 
+300 and Jersey a +250, you will surely be using the top 15 
percent of all bulls available and this is good. If you double 
these values, you would be using the top three percent and 
this is excellent. 


Calves 


If you know very much about calves then you can fill in 
on this subject. About all I’m sure of is to take care of the 
navel cord at birth, see that they get colostrum milk, 
dehorn, deteat if necessary, and vaccinate for Bangs, IBR, 
BVD and Pi, I would like for them to grow very fast and 
not get fat. ~* 


Heifers 


For each 100 cows in a herd we expect about 30 heifers 
to calve each year. This is a fair portion of your calvings 
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and deserves more attention than most herds devote. You 
should exercise the same care in selecting bulls to be used 
on heifers as on the milking herd. You should have accurate 
breeding and calving dates and treat the heifers as though 
each one will be a class leader. 


Feeding for Production 


Dairy cattle nutrition is a very complicated subject which 
requires an immense knowledge of physiology, bacteriolo- 
gy, and biochemistry. Dairy cattle feeding is quite simple; 
= must know what a cow needs and what you have to 
eed. 

A cow needs energy and protein to produce milk. Like a 
car she has a few secondary systems that require salt, 
calcium, and phosphorus. If trace mineral salt is used forget 
the others. She needs Vitamins A, D, and E, and probably 
gets enough from quality feed, but it’s economical enough 
to add to your grain ration just in case. 

If you express energy as TDN and protein as crude 
protein it’s very simple to show what a cow needs for 
maintenance and milk production.

Most of you feed a constant amount of roughage to all 
cows, if you compute the TDN and protein in your 
roughage it’s a very simple task to determine grain 
requirements.

Protein 
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Culling 


We have moved from an ampule of semen to the milking 
cow. Regardless of how carefully we choose the bulls, 
regardless of how well we raise the heifer, regardless of how 
we take care of the pregnant cow and during calving, some 
cows produce more milk than others. As a matter of fact on 
the average there will be 10,000 lbs. of milk difference 
between the best and worst producer in your herd. There is 
a difference in gross sales of $600 between the best and 
worst cows. This increases as herd level increases. Every 
herd should have the cows ranked from high to low on 
expected production this lactation. Every herd should have 
a culling list and you should cull up to your replacement 
limit. 

Most of you would be content to sell surplus springing 
heifers for $500. My cull two-year-olds are those that make 
5,000 Ibs. or less the first 120 days, this is a gross of $300 
and her carcass is worth something, plus the calf is worth 
something. For Holsteins this approaches $600 for a cull 
two-year-old. For me this is a profitable route and I keep 
the good ones. 


Increasing Income 


The extra milk sales in our herd costs money, in fact it 
costs us $61 per cow for feed to increase our income $230 
per cow. I’m not an economist but this seems advisable. 
Take a look at the added costs or input.

Sidelights 

Many of you here are good herdsmen — some of you 
think you are. A good herdsman keeps his cows healthy, 
hungry, and eating more than other herds. A herd is in good 
shape if mastitis is kept to a minimum. This is best done if 
the udder is clean from infection at calving and then kept 
free during lactation. We do this through dry treatment and 
teat dipping. Ketosis is also a major problem. This problem 
is due to a cow not eating after calving. She is probably too 
fat when she calves and infections during calving reduce 
appetite leading to ketosis. 


You should know that a 1,200- to 1,400-Ib. cow will 
consume about 55 lbs. of dry matter daily. If corn silage is 
the only feed she would need 180 Ibs. a day. This might 
supply enough energy for 100 Ibs. of milk but only enough 
protein for 40 lbs., if she could eat this much. If the only 
feed were high quality alfalfa hay, she needs to eat 60 Ibs. a 
day for her 55 Ibs. of dry matter. This would supply 
enough protein to support 100 lbs. of milk, but only 
enough energy for 80 lbs., and she is not likely to eat 60 
pounds. Sixty pounds of grain would provide 55 Ibs. of dry 
matter and provide enough energy for maybe 130 lbs. of 
milk and if 18 percent protein, enough protein to support 
130 pounds. I think she will eat 60 lbs. of grain and I think 
she will die, if this is the only feed. 

In Michigan, cor silage is the cheapest source of energy, 
hay is the cheapest source of protein, and somewhere in 
between the cow’s capacity to eat and the cost of 
production, there must be the most profitable ration. 

We do it this way:

If you plan to sell breeding stock and you have done an 
outstanding job of herd management as generally outlined, 
then you must understand how industry operation works 
and you should develop pedigrees that have real merit. To 
make real sales of breeding stock, you should be on official 
test, you should classify regularly and advertise your herd. 

AI units today almost without exception, are putting 
together pedigrees that have the greatest potential for 
success. They realize that every pedigree must contain 
enough information to permit an accurate estimate of 
breeding value. They all follow the same pattern: 


Bull Calf 


They would like to predict the breeding value of this bull 
calf. The animal with the most information in the pedigree 
will be the sire.

Since the dam of the cow and her daughters and 
maternal sisters add some information, it is used to estimate 


breeding value. My suggestion is to breed every cow as 
though you were trying to create a bull calf for sampling. 


Managing a dairy herd for high production is not very 


complicated. Most of the problems arise from taking 
shortcuts. There are no magic pills or powders — you must 
feed and meet energy and protein requirements. Offspring 
tend to resemble parents; the only real mating plan that will 
consistently produce outstanding cows is to consistently 


mate bulls with high producing daughters to high producing 


cows.

TWO MEN WHO have served the 
dairy industry in many capacities for 
nearly half a century have been named 
honorary members of Los Lecheros, 
the organization for dairy students at 
California State Polytechnic College, 
San Luis Obispo, California. 

A. Wendell Fuhriman, Logan, Utah, 
and Neil McPherson, Sacramento, were 
initiated into honorary membership at 
the annual banquet of the student 
organization in San Luis Obispo 
recently. Both men are best known for 
their work with the “colored” breeds 
of dairy cattle. 

Fuhriman has served as field repre- 
sentative for The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club in Arizona, California, 
Colorado, New Mexico, Nevada and 
Utah since 1953. McPherson currently 
serves the Dairy Council of California, 
after retirement as a dairy farmer. 

A native of Providence, Utah, 
Fuhriman grew up across the border in 
Franklin, Idaho, where his father 
maintained a registered Holstein- 
Friesian dairy herd. Ezra Taft Benson, 
former U.S. Secretary of Agriculture, 
was the county Extension agent in the 
area at the time and arranged for an 
official classification of the Fuhriman 
herd — the first Holstein-Friesian herd 
ever classified in Idaho. 

Fuhriman was active in 4-H work 
and earned a Union Pacific Scholarship 
to the University of Idaho in 1923. His 
early dairy experience was with 
Holstein-Friesian dairy cattle with 
Carnation Farms and Utah State 
College. He became the first fieldman 
for the California Holstein Association 
at a time when it was necessary for the 
fieldman to produce enough money- 


making activities to enable the associ- 
ation to pay his salary. 

In his role as field representative for 
The American Guernsey Cattle Club, 
Fuhriman promoted the breed, sales of 
GOLDEN GUERNSEY Milk, and 
youth work. In 1970 he was instru- 
mental in producing the first Western 
National Guernsey Show held at the 
Cow Palace in San Francisco. Fuhri- 
man is planning a retirement which 
includes raising a small herd of a new 
exotic beef breed. 

McPherson, a native of Scotland, 
emigrated to Canada at the age of 18, 
worked on a variety of small farms, 
became acquainted with the dairy 
industry at the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Supply Farm. He learned here 
that to advance, he needed an 
education. With the encouragement of 
his boss, he enrolled at Manitoba 
Agricultural College, graduating 
“cum laude.” 

He became acquainted with the 
Jersey breed at Lindell Farms in 
British Columbia, continued his associ- 
ation with the Jerseys as western 
representative of The American Jersey 
Cattle Club beginning in 1939, then 
became a dairy farmer in Chino in 
1943. McPherson, who is compiling a 
museum of dairy equipment as a 
hobby, operated a drive-in dairy plant 
in Sacramento until his retirement in 
1964. A daughter, Heather, a Cal Poly 
graduate, served as California Dairy 
Princess in 1964. She now is Mrs. 
Wayne Jensen of San Miguel. Mrs. 
Jensen graduated as an animal science 
major in 1968. 

There are 126 majors in Dairy 
Science at Cal Poly.

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NUTRITION AND FEEDING OF THE FRESH COW

The Dry Cow 


Present energy allowances for preg- 
nancy are too high. The nutrition of 
the fresh cow begins with the nutrition 
of the dry cow and we've leamed 
within the past few years that the 
requirement for energy by the preg- 
nant cow is much less than the allow- 
ances suggested by Morrison and the 
National Research Council (NRC). 
Energy metabolism studies from Belts- 
ville and elsewhere now indicate that 
the energy requirement for gestation is 
no more than 10 to 20 percent of the 
cow’s own maintenance requirement 
instead of the 60 to 70 percent sug- 
gested by Morrison and NRC. 

Many years ago, Eckles noted that 
the actual quantities of nutrients need- 
ed to produce the bovine fetus were so 
small that they could not be measured 
by usual methods of experimentation. 
Morrison may have been aware that his 
suggested allowance was considerably 
higher than actually required but a 
relatively large safety allowance was 
probably provided to enable the cow 
to restore energy reserves which had 
been used during lactation. 

With respect to a discussion of the 
nutrition of the dry cow an obvious 
fundamental question is, “What was 
the body condition of the cow at 
drying off?” We now recognize that it 
is more efficient energetically to re- 
store energy reserves during lactation 
than during the dry period. The fatten- 
ing process is actually more efficient 
energetically while the cow is milking 
than when she is dry. So ideally, 
energy reserves lost during early lacta- 
tion should be restored in late lacta- 
tion. And dairymen are already doing 
this as they feed higher quality forage 
and continue grain feeding at higher 
levels during the latter half of the 
lactation. Therefore, the cow that is 
dried off in good energy status has a 
very modest energy requirement which 
can be easily met by forage alone. 

Yet there is much to be said for keep- 
ing the cow on the same grain mixture, 
through the dry period, that she will 
receive as a fresh cow especially if the 
grain mixture contains urea. The 
adaptation to a urea containing feed 
should be retained through the dry 
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period by feeding modest three to five 
pounds of grain per day. To avoid 
overfeeding the dry cow on energy, it 
will be necessary to limit the forage 
offered if it is good quality. At calving 
the fat cow may be more susceptible 
to disorders and less vigorous in resis- 
tance to disorders. It has also been 
suggested that over-condition de- 
presses appetite. 

The actual feed required by a 
1,400-pound mature, dry, pregnant 
cow using the lower energy require- 
ments for gestation could be met by 
four pounds of grain and 15 lbs. of 
good quality hay or four pounds of 
grain and 40 Ibs. of corn silage. In free 
stall systems this means the dry cows 
should be separated from the milking 
cows that receive forage free choice. 


Lead feeding. This term which I 
define here as the practice of in- 
creasing grain, beginning two to three 
weeks before the predicted calving 
date, to a level equal to one or one and 
one-half percent of body weight by 
the due date, has come under criticism 
in recent months. When “high grain 
feeding” came into vogue some 10 
years ago, it seemed logical to initiate 
higher grain feeding following calving 
with lead feeding before calving. It is 
important to recognize, however, that 
at that time the supposed advantage or 
benefit of steaming up cows before 
calving, was not tested apart from high 
grain feeding following calving which 
definitely produced marked increases 
in production in many herds. It is a 
distinct possibility that the body con- 
dition of the cow three weeks before 
calving when grain feeding is started, 
governs the type of response which 
will be obtained from lead feeding. It 
is true also that energy consumed by a 
dry pregnant cow in excess of the 
maintenance-gestation requirement 
can only be deposited as fat. The 
enzymes in body tissues which facili- 
tate fat deposition are not the same as 
those which serve to mobilize fat for 
the secretion of milk. In effect, feed- 
ing grain at high levels before calving 
may be increasing the stress on the 
cow at calving time when the body 
metabolism must shift gears from 
body fat deposition to milk secretion. 


The Fresh Cow 


The nutrition of the fresh cow 
should encompass the objective of 
reducing the nutritional stress on the 
cow to a minimum. In order to accom- 
plish this objective one should attempt 
to meet all nutrient requirements with- 
in the ability of the cow to eat feed. 


Energy. This nutrient is needed in 
greatest quantity (with the exception 
of water) by the cow and one which is 
often deficient in early lactation. How- 
ever, the capacity and appetite of the 
cow often limits the amount of energy 
which can be eaten in early lactation 
because the appetite of the cow lags 
behind milk production. In one report, 
Reid and others observed that maxi- 
mum energy yield as milk occurred 
during the third week of lactation 
(average FCM yield of 85 lbs. per day), 
but maximum TDN intake was not 
achieved until the eighth week. This 
lag occurred even though both grain 
and forage were offered at nearly ad 
libitum intakes during early lactation. 
So we accept the fact that the high 
producing cow cannot eat enough 
energy in early lactation to meet her 
requirements but she is able to sustain 
high production by using energy re- 
serves from her body. In fact, this 
characteristic is a distinguishing 
feature of the high producing dairy 
cow. 

A recent study designed to compare 
high and low energy intakes before 
calving as well as high and low energy 
intakes following calving was reported 
by Gardner from Utah. The low

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energy intake precalving was 115 per- 
cent of maintenance (the new gesta- 
tion allowance), while the high level 
precalving was 160 percent of main- 
tenance (the old gestation allowance). 
The low energy level post calving was 
according to NRC-1958 requirements 
and for the high energy level grain was 
fed in an attempt to maintain body 
weight within limits of appetite. Some 
of the results of this study are sum- 
marized in the table. 


The low-high sequence of low 
energy prepartum and high energy 
postpartum produced the greatest 
amount of milk and milk fat, and also 
resulted in lower ketone levels in early 
lactation than either of the high pre- 
partum sequences. The best approach 
then seems to be low energy before 
calving with high energy following 
calving. It is obvious however, that this 
generalization is based upon cows in 
good condition at drying off. 


Protein. With the exception of ener- 
gy and possibly glucose, it should be 
possible to meet the needs of the high 
producing cows for other nutrients by 
adjusting their concentration in the 
total ration. And it is probably more 
important to meet the requirements 
for other nutrients from the ration 
because it is unlikely that the cow can 
store other nutrients to the same 
degree that she can store energy. Pro- 
tein is an especially important nutrient 
because of the limited ability of the 
cow to store protein and mobilize it at 
a later time for use in milk secretion. 
Therefore, the first limiting nutritional 
factor of the high producing cow may 
actually be protein rather than energy. 


Mineral supplementation. The grain 
mixture has been used as a carrier for 
mineral supplementation of the lactat- 
ing cow and justifiably so because we 
have little evidence that cows eat free 
choice mineral supplements only if 
they need them and in relation to their 
requirements. Book values which are 
averages of the mineral composition of 
plants grown under many conditions, 
give no indication of the range in 
composition which one may encounter 
under field conditions. Consequently, 
where only one or two forages are 
used, it becomes more important to 
know the actual mineral composition 
so that necessary adjustments can be 
made via the concentrate mixture. 


For dry cows that receive little 
grain, mineral fortification of the for- 
age is a more certain means to ensure 
intake. The newer silage additives 
which combine nonprotein nitrogen 
and an array of minerals is one ap- 
proach to meet the mineral needs of 
this group of cows. 
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Summary 


Presently used energy allowances 
for pregnancy are higher than actual 
requirements. This fact is partly re- 
sponsible for the overcondition of 
some cows at calving. If the cow is in 
good condition at drying off, a very 
modest level of energy is needed dur- 
ing the dry period. The sequence of 
low energy before calving, high energy 
following calving should produce the 
most milk and the least ketosis accord- 
ing to recent work.

summer slumps

IT’S NOT TOO EARLY to plan a 
dairy management program to keep 
your herd production up on hot 
summer days. Good ideas used by 
Wisconsin dairyman Bernard Pralle 
may fit your farm, too. His payoff is 
in top milk checks all summer and 
herd averages of over 600 pounds of 
butterfat each year. 

Here are his feeding secrets. First, 
he uses the right kind of pasture in 
summer. His change from all bam 
feeding starts about May 1 with cows 
shifted slowly until they’re on pasture 
all day long by May 20. Hay and silage 
are cut back gradually, but still fed 
along with pasture. 

Pralie has 24 acres of a lush 
legume-grass combination pasture. 
Eight-acre pieces are pastured for one 
week, then clipped and cows switched 
to another eight-acre plot. The 76 
acres of permanent pasture is in two 
parts, grazed alternately. 

Silage and hay, too. Cows each get 
about 20 pounds of corn silage a day 
in summer. This is fed in the barn. 
And, top producers are treated to 
some beet pulp on top of their silage. 

The 75 Guernseys in the herd also 
get about six pounds of hay each day. 
It’s fed from a 4 x 16 ft. rack at the 
shady end of the pasture. A new 
supply is added daily; picked over hay 
goes to heifers. 

Grain and liquid molasses. Top 


producers get up to 14 pounds of grain 
to a feeding, 28 pounds for a day. 
Feed is cut back quickly if it isn’t all 
cleaned up. Cows very seldom go off 
feed. 

A few years ago the herd hit a 
production plateau and Bernard 
looked for new ways to keep summer 
production up. That’s when he found 
that liquid molasses really helps cows’ 
appetites on 90-degree days. He now 
feeds it mixed into the grain ration all 
year long. His 4,000-gallon tank lets 
him lay in a large supply at one time at 
a price advantage. 

What's in the grain mix? A two-ton 
supply, mixed at one time, contains 
these feeds: 2,300 lbs. corn-and-cob 
meal, 400 Ibs. oats, 300 Ibs. bran, 400 
Ibs. kinseed oil meal, 500 Ibs. soybean 
oil meal, 40 Ibs. trace mineral salt, 40 
Ibs. dicalcium phosphate, and two 
pounds of vitamin A. 

This gives a crude protein content 
of about 15% percent. Then 800 Ibs. 
of liquid molasses are added. It’s high 
in energy, a low two percent in crude 
protein, bringing the final mix to 13% 
percent crude protein. 

In summer months, when pasture is 
excellent and its protein content is 
high, part or all of the soybean oil 
meal and the vitamin A in the ration 
may come out of the normal mixture.

FDA Commissioner Challenges 
Cholesterol Claims in 
Margarine Advertisements 


CHOLESTEROL CLAIMS appear- 
ing in margarine advertisements would 
not be tolerated by the Food and Drug 
Administration if it had jurisdiction in 
this area according to Commissioner 
Charles Edwards. If similar claims were 
made on drug labels the FDA “would 
regard the products as misbranded” 
and would seize them, he says. His 
viewpoint was revealed in a front page 
story in “The Washington Post” 
recently. 

The article pointed out that the 
FDA requires pharmaceutical manu- 
facturers to include a note in every 
advertisement for prescription medi- 
cines that lower blood lipid levels. It 
reminds physicians that it has not been 
established whether drug-induced de- 
creases in serum lipids have “a 
detrimental, a beneficial, or no effect 
on the morbidity or mortality due to 
atherosclerosis or coronary heart di- 
sease. Several years will be required 
before current investigations can yield 
an answer to this question.” 

No such cautionary advice appears 
in advertisements for foods that 
purportedly lower blood lipid levels 
the same as drugs. However, such 
advertisements are under scrutiny by 
both the Food and Drug Administra- 
tion and the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion. The FTC has responsibility for 
food advertising. Its investigation is 
being conducted to determine whether 
a Fleischmann margarine advertise- 
ment and similar advertisements are in 
violation of any FTC statutes. The 
FDA has no jurisdiction in this area 
and would not unless it could treat 
such foods legally as “drugs” pro- 
moted for the prevention of disease. 

The actual value of polyunsaturates 
as preventive medicine seems to be a 
primary question. As Dr. Phillip L. 
White, secretary of the American 
Medical Association’s Council on 
Foods, recently said, “‘We are all tired 
by now of the unending advertise- 
ments for oils and margarines that 
promise to clear our arteries in much 
the same way a drain cleaner works.”

THE WORST SNOWSTORM of the 
winter hit Pennsylvania and surround- 
ing states on March 4 when the herd of 
Norman Reifsnyder, Bernville, was dis- 
persed at the Association Sales Pavil- 
ion, Lancaster.
